The Short Winter 


New York. If the trainers have their 
way. Belmont Park will be kept open 
for winter training. 

Trainer Jack C. Lawrence has a list 
of 15 trainers who have indicated they 
would rather winter at Belmont than at 
nearby farms. The New York Racing As- 
sociation has barred winter stabling the 
last 2 years. The association had intended 
to continue the policy this winter but 
the demand by trainers may change their 
plans. 

Lawrence contends that it is not feasi- 
ble for many stables to ship south and 
west because of the extended racing sea- 
son in New York (220 days) and the brief 
3-month hiatus. 

Biggest argument in the horsemen’s 
favor is that horses quartered here would 
fill thin fields in the early spring. 

“Mr. Fitz used to winter here.” Law- 
rence said. “and he’d be right there in 
the Paumonok Handicap opening day 
each year. He won it 4 times.” 

Fee for winter stabling was $6 a stall. 
The fee at nearby farms is about $20. As 
for insurance. the trainers are not con- 
cerned. “We'll pay our own.” one said. 
“And we're willing to sign any statement 
management asks. That includes relocat- 
ing and assurance” obligating the 
VYRA to give us stalls when the meet 
opens. 

Trainers of small stables 
need winter stabling. and each year it be- 
comes increasingly important in New 
York. Belmont. the hub of racing. should 
be an ideal site to get young stock ready 
and to freshen those which have had a 
long. weary campaign. 

And when the season opens in March. 
there will be more horses on the grounds 


especially 


ready to race.

Verne H. Winchell’s Donut King ran 
with Jaipur nearly all the way in the 
one-mile Champagne Stakes, and _ finally 
stared him down in the last half-furlong 
to win by a head. Challenging Sir Gay-

lord for third place was Peter Salmen’s 
Crimson Satan. a Spy Song colt which 
had come out of last place to serve 
notice that he would be heard from later. 

Donut King. bred at Frank and Connie 
Bishop’s Laguna Seca Ranch in Cali- 
fornia and sold to doughnut king Winchell 
for $16.000 at Del Mar last summer. 
was one of the third crop of foals by 
Determine. Warfare. from Determine’s 
first crop: was one of the good colts in 
California at the end of the Del Mar 
meeting in August, 1959. He was a 
champion after invading the East and 
winning the Cowdin, Champagne, and 
Garden State Stakes. The result of the 
1961 Champagne suggested that the 
Donut King might be developing in 
similar pattern. 

In year-end appraisals. the principal 


California Week in the East 


beneficiary of the Champagne may prove 
to have been Ridan, now at Keeneland 
awaiting the firing iron. The unbeaten 
colt’s record, though shortened by splint 
trouble, will stand in stark contrast to 
the records of the Eastern’ rivals he 
never met. 


If the 2-year-old division was leading 
from a profusion of strength, the story 
was different among the 3-year-olds. The 
ease of Sherluck’s front-running victory 
over Ambiopoise in the 15¢-mile Law- 
rence Realization suggested that he was 
the best stayer in the crop, though he 
had run in poor form since winning the 
114-mile Belmont Stakes in June. 

The validity of Carry Back’s failure 
in the Belmont Stakes was cast in doubt 
by a slight injury, although the infection 


head defeat of Jaipur. 
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from the wound did not appear until after 
the race. After Carry Back had finished 
third in the Realization, jockey John 
Sellers had an unequivocal explanation 
for the defeat: too much distance. 


Among the older horses. T. V. Lark 
chose an opportune occasion. the rich 
Hawthorne Gold Cup, for his first appear- 
ance in the winner’s circle since he won 
the Los Angeles Handicap at Hollywood 
Park on May 20. The Gold Cup victory. 
scored under the famous old colors of 
young Preston Madden of Hamburg 
Place. followed by a few weeks the pur- 
chase of the horse from Chase R. McCoy 
and his syndication under the direction 
of Madden. Whenever the son of *In- 
dian Hemp is in good form. he is for- 
midable competition for the best. He 
probably will go to Aqueduct in quest 
of the 144-mile Knickerbocker Handicap 
and the 15¢-mile Lexington Handicap. 


Just after C. T. Chenery’s decision to 
retire Sir Gaylord for the year came 
the news that Firm Policy, most promis- 
ing rival of Chenery’s top-ranking filly 
Cicada, will not race again in 1961. Breed- 
er-owner Barry Ryan instructed trainer 
Jack Kinsella to let up on the daughter 
of *Princequillo—White Cross.

By no stretch of the imagina- 
tion did he have the credentials of Sir 
Gaylord or Jaipur, each of which had 
won more than $170,000. 

Jaipur was favored, and Donut King 
was fifth choice at 8.95 to 1. The Widener 
colt set the pace, a tactic quite different 
from that which he had employed in the 
Cowdin, and Donut King kept him under 
steady pressure. The favorite’s margin at 
the half-mile-pole was a head, and_ it 
still was a head at the top of the stretch. 
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A Classic Overlooked 


By the classic standards of other great racing countries, a colt 
which could win the 114-mile Belmont Stakes in June and top it off 
with the 154-mile Lawrence Realtzation in October probably, would 
be accepted as the best of the 3-year-olds. Sherluck, the 11th horse 


‘to win the double since the Realization was inaugurated in 1889, is 


unlikely to be taken seriously ‘as a candidate for top honors, since 


he has shown less sparkle at shorter distances. The Belmont and > 


Realization, though much more demanding, lack the glamour of the 
earlier classics. This is too bad—for Sherluck and for American 


racing. 


‘Sherluck, nevertheless, has gained a title as the most successful 


distance runner among the 3-year-olds. And he has joined a select — 


company. The 10 previous winners of the Belmont-Realization 
double were Africander, Sweep, Man o’ War, Zev, Gallant Fox, 
Twenty Grand, Faireno, Granville, Whirlaway, and Counterpoint. 

- The Lawrence Realization Stakes today is the longest U. 8. 


race exclusively for 3-year-olds. The added value this year was 


doubled, to $50,000, but the Kentucky Derby, inaugurated in 1875 
at a distance of 114 miles, has $125,000 in added money, and the 
Preakness Stakes, inaugurated in 1873 at a distance of 114 miles, 
has $150,000 added. The Belmont Stakes, inaugurated in 1867 at 


a distance of 15% miles, has $125,000 added. 
Conceived by James G. K. Lawrence, president of the Coney | 


Island Jockey Club, the inaugural running of the Realization Stakes, 
as it then was called, was at Sheepshead Bay on July 2, 1889. At 
a distance of 154; miles, the event was for 3-year-olds which had 
been nominated as foals by July 15, 1886, or as yearlings by July 
15, 1887. Colts were weighted at 122 pounds, fillies and geldings 
at 119 pounds, but there were allowances up to 10 pounds. The 
Coney Island Jockey Club added $10,000. J. B. Haggin’s Salvator 
had top weight of 122 pounds, and he was favored at 9 to 5 over 8 
other runners. 

In the Spirit of the Times of July 6, 1889, the late W. S. Vos- 
burgh wrote: 

“The Realization Stakes on Tuesday was a magnificent success. 


Mr. Lawrence has been singularly fortunate in inaugural races of. 
~ all his stakes... . His first Suburban in 1884 ... his Futurity 


last year. ... 

“One of the most curious features about the Realization was 
that it did not arouse public interest as much as expected. Of 
course, since the beginning of the season the race had been steadily 
canvassed, but the interest seemed to be with the horsemen. The 
public did not share it. The public regard racing from a speculative 
viewpoint. They like a handicap. The Realization was.a great 3-

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As the 2 came into the stretch. Jaipur. 
carrying Eddie Arcaro, came out from 
the rail, brushing Donut King and Man- 
uel Ycaza. A few strides later Donut King 
drifted in, and again there appeared ito 
be contact. In any event, the contact 
was light, and the 2 continued on game- 
ly, Donut King getting up in the last 
70 yards to win by a head in 1:36. two- 
fifths of a second slower than Roving 
Minstrel’s time in the 1960 Champagne 
and four-fifths slower than Warfare’s 
time in 1959. 

Arcaro claimed foul. but it was not al- 
lowed by the stewards. 

Arearo said. “He brushed me a little 
in the stretch, but I guess not enough 
for the stewards to take him down. But 
I know he brushed me.” 

Yeaza said, “We started moving the 
last quarter of a mile. I put a head 
on Eddie on the turn but his horse come 
on again, and then he brushed my horse. 
It made my horse change stride a little. 
I didn’t brush him. After all. I don't 
want any more trouble with the stewards. 
I don’t want any suspensions. I want to 
ride.” 

There is no love between Yeaza and 
Arcaro. One can sense it on the track 
and in the dressing room. In a way this 
adds a little spice to the Garden State 
Stakes. 


Yeaza had not ridden Donut King 
until the Cowdin. on October 2. Anthony 
Barrera. who now trains for Emil Dolce. 
had talked trainer Ron McAnally int» 
using the boy. He said to McAnally, 
“If you want to win the Champagne, 
get lucky with Ycaza.” 

Owner Winchell is the founder of the 
Winchell Donut Houses in California, 
which does a gross business of about $4- 
million annually. “We should gross 5-mil- 
lion this year,” Winchell said. “and we 
are going to issue stock to the public.” 

The 45-year-old Winchell had been an 
interested spectator at the races for 15 
years before he bought his first horse 
in 1956. In 1959 he won the Del Mar 
and Golden Gate Derbys with Mr. Eiffel. 
which he had claimed for $10.000 in 
August, 1958, but his best horse before 
Donut King was Mr. America. which last 
year finished third in the Haggin Stakes 
and was beaten a neck by Olden Times 
in the Del Mar Futurity. before he was 
retired for the year to undergo X-ray 
treatments for calcium deposits on a 
knee. In June of this year Mr. America 
won the Argonaut Stakes. but during the 
Hollywood Derby the big colt snapped 
his right fore leg and later was destroyed. 

Winchell credits the purchase of Donut 
King to McAnally and a stable secretary 
attractive Nadene Martin. “Nadene knows 


Hitting Away led all the way to win the Benjamin Franklin Handicap from

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the business.” he said, “she was married 
to trainer Nick Cooper. She and my train. 
er picked the horse at the Del Mar 
sales.” 

McAnally, a nephew of trainer Reggie 
Cornell. worked as a groom and _ stable 
foreman 10 years for Cornell. He had 
attended the University of Cincinnati 2 
years, majoring in electrical engineering, 
He has trained horses for 5 years. one 


for Winchell. 


McAnally. a handsome — 30-year-old 
bachelor, said. “My horse was a_ bit 
rank in California, so I hired a_ local 
exercise boy here named Gene Griffiths. 
and he settled him down. The horse. re- 
laxes under him. I don’t think there is a 
boy as good as Gene.” 

“We had a lot of confidence in this 
horse.” Winchell said. “My horse had 
been working brilliantly in California and 
he won the CTBA Stakes in 1:0914 for 
6 furlongs. Then. before his next race. 
the Del Mar Futurity. he worked sensa- 
tionally. 6 furlongs in 1:0825. In the 
Futurity he had bad racing luck and 
was pushed back to seventh, yet came 
on to finish third. That was the clincher. 
We decided then we had to try those 
New York horses.” 

When Winchell. McAnally. and Donut 
King arrived in New York they couldn’t 
find a prep race in the book for Donut 
King. So Winchell paid $5,000 to supple- 
ment his horse for the Cowdin. 

“He was short in that race,” the owner 
said. “and he finished a little tired. But 
it was a good prep. Now we know he is 
a good horse. and with good racing luck 
we should win the Garden State. Of 
course. he has to continue to train 
well.” 

After the Garden State. the Winchell 
team will return to California. The train- 
cr said. “I think New York racing is 
the greatest in the world. When you've 
won a race here. you’ve accomplished 
something. Vd sure like to race here 
next year.” 

Sir Gaylord finished third again, for 
the fourth straight time. He had_ been 
in tight quarters early in the running 
of the Champagne. but trainer Casey 
Hayes was disappointed in the perform- 
ance. The colt will not run in the Garden 
State. 

Obey. second in the Cowdin. was sev- 
enth in the Champagne. Willie Shoemaker 
said. “My horse grabbed his quarter and 
stumbled at the start. That was_ his 
excuse.” 


Another Race, Same Story 


The story that unfolded after Wednes- 
day’s Lawrence Realization at Aqueduct 
was strikingly similar to that after the 
Belmont Stakes. 

Sherluck once again was the upset win- 
ner in a classic race for 3-year-olds colts. 
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Once again Carry Back, the Kentucky 
Derby and Preakness winner, was far up 
the track as an odds-on favorite. And 
once again Carry Back was said to be un- 
sound and owner-trainer Jack Price in- 
sisted there was nothing wrong. 

The only difference was that Carry 
Back. seventh in the Belmont Stakes, this 
time saved show money, although he 
finished 9 lengths behind the winner. 

After the Realization. veteran Don Fair, 
who has been calling charts for 40 years, 
said in his footnotes: “Carry Back pulled 
up sore.” 

After the Belmont. Fair had _ noted, 
“Carry Back pulled up lame.” Price 
denied it then, but the next day Carry 
Back developed a swelling in his right 
fore leg. and was away from the races for 
2 months. 

After the Realization, Carry Back ap- 
peared sound while being walked by exer- 
cise boy Bert (Whitey) Wildredge, but 
then it is not always easy to ascertain 
soreness without a boy up. 

“Don Fair has done this before.” Price 
said. “My horse is not sore. Look at 
him. Can you detect any signs of lame- 
ness? In the Belmont he was cut down, 
and it paralyzed him partly in the running. 
Then it became infected later.” 

The track veterinarian, Dr. Manuel A. 
Gilman, was asked if he thought Carry 
Back pulled up sore. “He pulled up all 
right.””’ Gilman said. “But he was a very 
tired horse.” 

Carry Back raced in the Realization 
wearing run-down bandages on his fore 
legs for the first time. Price had the 
bandages applied by groom Matt Reddy 
before the race, because Carry Back had 
nicked his left ankle in the Woodward. 
The trainer insisted that he ordered the 
bandages as a “protective measure.” 

“IT knew that as soon as I put bandages 
on Carry Back somebody would comment,” 
Price said. “I didn’t want to take a chance 
in this race that he might rap his ankle 
again.” 

Carry Back’s jockey. Johnny Sellers. 
said. “Today he acted like he didn’t want 
to go the distance. At the three-eighths- 
pole he spit out the bit, and I steadied him. 
When we got in the stretch, he was a very 
tired horse.” 

Sherluck’s trainer. Harold Young. said 
“What are the boys going to say about 
Sherluck this time? He’s won 2 classic 
races. the Belmont and Realization, and 
both were distances. When my horse gets 
a track he likes. he is a tough horse to 
beat. He had that kind of track today. 

“You've got to discount his race in the 
Jerome (Sherluck finished ninth to Carry 
Back). Eddie Arcaro rode him then. and 
said the horse was cheating. And Eddie 
doesn’t make mistakes.” 

Then why had Braulio Baeza ridden in 
the Realization? “Seems every time he 
tides, the horse wins.” Young said. “He 
has been up on the horse 3 times, and

As 9 maiden 2-year-old fillies paraded 
to the post for the first race on the open- 
ing day of Keeneland’s 1960 spring meet- 
ing. Braulio Baeza was seen for the first 
time in silks on a North American track. 
Sitting firmly in the saddle. with the 
ramrod posture of an old-time cavalry- 
man. Baeza appeared stiff. but as he 
moved up the chute it was noticeable that 
he kept his hands low and made no un- 
necessary movements. His countenance 
was inscrutable. and it was unchanged 
when he returned to the winner’s circle 
a few minutes later. 


Baeza had come to Kentucky from Pan- . 


ama. where he had enjoyed considerable 
success as a jockey. Although racing is 
conducted there only on week-ends and 
holidays. Baeza had ridden a total of 869 
winners. 309 of them in 1959. In March 
of 1960 the boy had vacationed at Gulf- 
stream Park. where he had attracted the 
attention of Chuck Parke. who trains for 
Fred W. Hooper. and it was on Hooper’s 
Foolish Youth that Baeza won at Keene- 
land. It was Baeza’s first ride for the 
stable which ‘still has first call on his 
services. In his first year here. Baeza had 
972 mounts. He won 172 races. finished 
second 132 times. third 131 times, and 
the horses he rode earned a total of $964.- 
622, making him the tenth-leading money- 
winning rider of 1960. 

After winning the 1961 Hibiscus Stakes 
with Crozier in January. Baeza returned 
to Keeneland. and because Hooper did 
not have a horse in the Blue Grass 
Stakes. Baeza agreed to ride Jacob Sher’s 
Sherluck. Sherluck made all the pace 
and won by 6 lengths. upsetting Four- 
and-Twenty. an 8-to-5 favorite. At Church- 
ill Downs. Baeza won the Derby Trial 
Stakes in new track-record time with Cro-

zier. and fulfilling his commitment, rode 
the horse in the Kentucky Derby, nursing 
him through the final yards to finish 
second to Carry Back by three-quarters 
of a length. Sherluck finished fifth in the 
Kentucky Derby. and he was unplaced in 
the Preakness Stakes and the Jersey Der- 
by. while Crozier and Baeza were third 
and second. In the Belmont Stakes, how- 
ever, Baeza again was in Sherluck’s sad- 
dle and the colt won by 214 lengths. Un- 
der other boys. Sherluck was unplaced in 
the Hollywood Derby. Dwyer Stakes, and 
the Jerome Handicap, but Baeza was on 
him again in the Lawrence Realization. 
Again Sherluck led all the way. gamely 
withstanding interference from Ambio- 
poise through the drive and pulling away 
in the final sixteenth.

The track was slow for the first. 6 
races. In the seventh race. the winner 
of an allowance event went a mile and 
a sixteenth in 1:4485. and the chart- 
maker changed the track condition to 
good. 

T.V. Lark won the Gold Cup. in a 
commendable 2:0235,. by half a length 
from Mrs. Mary Keim’s Heroshogala. It 
was the best race either had run all 
year. Run for Nurse was a distant third, 
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7 lengths behind Heroshogala and a 
nose in front of Kerr Stables’ Grey Eagle 
(111), which had set the pace until 
caught by T.V. Lark near the three- 
eighths-pole. The others, in order, were 
Aeroflint (111). Natego (113). Oink. 
Talent Show (118), and Playgoer (108). 
Oink pressed Grey Eagle’s pace for 
better than 6 furlongs. but began swerv- 
ing at the top of the stretch. Talent Show 
also was in good position for 6 furlongs:

Both T. V. Lark and Heroshogala 
raced extremely wide, in the better foot- 
ing. Heroshogala was out so far it looked 
at first as though he were trying to bolt. 
T. V. Lark moved boldly near the far 
turn, went by Grey Eagle with 3 furlongs 
to go, and opened a 2-length bulge in 
mid-stretch. Heroshogala loomed on the 
outside, and a sixteenth of a mile from 
home he appeared the winner. He sud- 
denly hung, however, and T. V. Lark 
bagged his most important victory since 
the 1960 United Nations Handicap. 
About 5 weeks before the Hawthorne 
Gold Cup, T. V. Lark had been sold, 
for an announced $600.000. to a syndicate 
headed by Preston Madden. youthful 
owner of Hamburg Place. Lexington. 
Chase R. McCoy retained several shares 
in the 4-year-old son of *Indian Hemp. 
T. V. Lark had won the $25.000 Santa 
Catalina Handicap, for California-breds. 
at Santa Anita last winter. and the $50.- 
000 Los Angeles Handicap. at Hollywood 
Park in May. but recently he has been 
disappointing. 
“IT wanted to give T. V. Lark a rest 
after the Washington Park Handicap last 


year.” trainer Paul Parker said. “But the 
owner said just one more race, the United 
Nations. but after we won that, he went 
in the Woodward. which he shouldn't. 
and then we came to Hawthorne. He ran 
pretty good in a prep for the Hawthorne 
Gold Cup. in the race where Bally Ache 
hurt himself. but it came up muddy for 
the Gold Cup. and I wanted to scratch 
him. We ran, but not much. He didn’t 
even gallop good in the mud. Kelso won 
that easy (Heroshogala was second). 
Then I figured we'd rest him in Cali- 
fornia, but the Santa Anita meeting 
came up. and pretty soon we were run- 
ning again.

the way he worked. But they wanted to 
make the Washington Park Handicap 
on Labor Day. and we ran in that race. 
and 3 altogether at Arlington, but he 
showed nothing. Before the Gold Cup, he 
ran a couple of times on the grass at 
Hawthorne and he looked like he was 
feeling more like himself again.”

Two days later the record for the 
Beard Course (7 furlongs and 184 feet) 
was bettered by Airmans Guide in a $7, 
500 overnight race for fillies and mares. 
The winner, an odds-on favorite. was the 
only one of the 5 runners which was not 
eligible for the Spinster Stakes. The re- 
sult persuaded her connections to risk a 
supplementary nomination fee of $10.000. 

Darby Dan Farm’s Flavia. the only 3- 
year-old in the field. made early 
pace. and at the half-mile-pole she led 
by 11% lengths. Indian Maid was in see- 
ond place, with Airmans Guide lapped or 
her. and behind them were Tingle and 
Kootenai, which had refused to leave the 
gate with the others. Indian Maid. racing 
on the outside. overtook Flavia on_ the 
final turn, and the effect of this was to 
block Airmans Guide momentarily. The 
favorite. forced to check, lost ground, but 
she came on again, taking command near 
the sixteenth-pole and winning by 2 
lengths. 

The fractional times were recorded on 
the tote board by the Visumatic ‘Timer. 
a device being used at Keeneland for the 
first time. The figures on the board 
showed the first quarter in :22, the half- 
mile in :4435, 6 furlongs in 1:0715. and 
the full distance in 1:25. The final time 
was two-fifths of a second faster than 
the track record, set last year by Fulcrum. 
The posted time of 1:0715 for the first

Christopher T. Chenery. who was 
elected president of the Thoroughbred 
Owners and Breeders Association at 
Saratoga on August 10, has submitted 
his resignation to the executive commit- 
tee of the organization. The executive 
committee. which is to meet with execu- 
tive vice president J. Dana Tasker Oc- 
tober 21 in New York, is composed of 
Mrs. Richard C. du Pont, Fred W. Hoop- 
er, William Haggin Perry, Gough W. 
Thompson, and Alfred Vanderbilt. with 
A. B. Hancock Jr. and Leslie Combs 
II as alternate members. 


Under date of September 21 Mr. 
Chenery wrote the executive committee: 

At the meeting of the Thoroughbred 
Owners and Breeders Association in 
Saratoga in August. I was asked to take 
the presidency of the merged organiza- 
tion, which I did with some misgiving as 
to the suitability of the selection. 

Since that time I have studied the 
situation of the Thoroughbred Owners 
and Breeders Association and I am sin- 
cerely convinced that it can play a most 
useful part in aiding and assisting the 
owners and breeders of thoroughbred 
horses. There is certainly no lack of 
problems to be solved. But their solution 
will require a strong cohesive effort by 
the individual members.

Dr. Peter Graffagnino 


Dr. Peter Graffagnino, 75-year-old pro- 
fessor emeritus of obstetrics and gynecol- 
ogy at Louisiana State University Medical 
School. died the morning of October 10 
at his home in New Orleans.

chances and approach the public ideal;

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The Barns That 


Doherty Built 


Beginning with this article, the first in a series of 3, R. W. P. 
Johnston will review 3 basic forms of barn construction. Subsequent 
issues will include a training barn and a conventional frame all- 


purpose barn. 


In point of simplicity and adapt- 
ability the barns constructed by 
Lou P. Doherty at the Stallion Sta- 
tion, Lexington, are hard to beat. 
Doherty, of course, uses them for 
stallions, but the same design, per- 
haps with minor variations, could 
be used for broodmares, yearlings, 
or horses in training. 

Doherty’s 3 stallion barns, each 
a single row of adjoining stalls, 
are constructed of concrete blocks, 
with roofs of aluminum shingles. 
The simple gable roofs have equal- 
ly pitched halves, and the ridge 
pieces are centered over the line 
of stalls. The forward slope of 
each roof overhangs and covers 
an 8-foot, 8-inch walkway. The 
shed roofs are supported by 
metal posts. All barns have light- 
ning rods and aluminum gutter- 
ing, and 2 have cupolas with lou- 
vered sides for exhaust fans. Each 
of the 16-foot square stalls has 
front and rear doors. 

Doherty’s plans for these barns 
gradually took shape while he was 
working as superintendent at Les- 
lie Combs II’s Spendthrift Farm, 
later as manager of the Ernst 
farm, then of Elmendorf Farm. 
On May 6, 1953, about 712 years 
after he entered the horse busi- 


ness, Doherty bought the 47!5-acre 
Grant Dorland farm and_ began 
construction of 2 stallion barns. 

“My first thought,’ Doherty 
said, “was no fire. I wasn’t going 
to have any feed rooms, tack 
rooms, or hay rooms, and I defi- 
nitely wouldn’t have a loft for hay 
or bedding. All that is in separate 
buildings. These barns are simple 
and functional, their appearance 
is attractive, and they have been 
infinitely satisfactory. I first built 
2 barns and, except that one has 
8 stalls and the other 6, they are 
identical. The third barn was built 
several years later, but I made 
only 3 changes in it, and I’ll tell 
you about them.” 

As he walked toward the barn 
in which the 1958 Belmont winner 
*Cavan and 5 other stallions are 
kept, Doherty continued, ‘I don’t 


have any formal plans or specifi- 


cations to show you. I never had 
any. I designed what I wanted, 
bought the materials, hired the 
labor, and supervised the building, 
and because we were doing a lot 
of other building and remodeling 
at the same time I don’t know ex- 
actly what they cost. These first 
2 barns were built on poured con- 
crete foundations, reinforced with

iron rods. The foundation walls 
are 8 inches wide to accommodate 
the standard 8-by-8-by-16 concrete 
blocks used for all the outer and 
inner walls, and extend down be- 
low the frost line—about 3 feet, I 
believe. The foundations were ex- 
tended above ground to the level 
of the stall floors by the use of 
forms. These foundations were 
expensive, and when we built the 
last barn we did it differently, 
saving about $70 per stall. That’s 
the first of the 3 changes we made. 
For the last barn, we dug a ditch 
30 inches wide and about 3 feet 
deep, and poured a 10-inch footing 
in its bottom, reinforced it with 
iron, and then laid blocks up from 
there. Perfectly satisfactory, and 
much cheaper.” 


(Professional advice indicates 
that Doherty could have saved 
even more money. A partner in 
the Lexington architectural and 
engineering firm of Wichman and 
Sallee said that a footing 10 inches 
deep and 16 inches wide would be 
adequate, and that no more than 
2 half-inch reinforcing rods were 
necessary. He also said a founda- 
tion extending 2 feet below the 
frost line was more than adequate, 
providing that the foundation ex- 
tended a minimum of 2 feet into 
undisturbed soil. He was of the 
opinion, however, that some of the 
money saved should be expended 
for the use of metal wall reinforc- 
ing material, such as the com- 
mercial product Dur-O-Wal No. 4, 
or key mesh in 6-inch strips. The 
reinforcing should be placed hori- 
zontally every 2 feet on center be- 
tween the courses of block.) 


Doherty’s 6-stall barns are 17 
feet, 4 inches wide and 100 feet 
long. For footing under all the 
walls of a barn of the same speci- 
fications, 320. to 325 running feet 
of ditch would be required. The 
ditch should be 30 inches wide to 
allow working room for the laying 
of blocks. If rock is not encoun- 
tered, a ditch 3 feet deep (ade- 
quate under Kentucky’s  condi- 
tions) can be dug mechanically in

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the Lexington area for 20 cents 
per running foot, according to H. 
E. Wallace of the contracting firm 
of Thompson-King-Tate. 

A 10-inch footing would require 
approximately 25 cubic yards of 
concrete ($15.20 per cubic yard 
for ready mixed concrete within a 
3-mile radius of Lexington, and an 
additional 25 cents per yard for 
each mile thereafter).°Two or 3 
bars of half-inch reinforcing iron 
should be used in the footing. The 
iron weighs 2 pounds to the run- 
ning foot and costs 16 cents per 
pound. 

Assuming that the level of the 
stalls would be 32 inches above 
the footing, the foundation walls 
would require 4 complete courses 
of blocks, totaling about 960 blocks 
of the standard 8x8x16 size. In 
Lexington, these blocks sell from 
16 cents to 18 cents each, and the 
labor usually doubles this figure. 
In addition, about $4 worth of

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mortar is used for each 100 blocks. 

At the front doorway to Porter- 
house’s stall, Doherty paused and 
pointed out the features of a slid- 
ing door hung on tracks. “All the 
stall doors are 5 feet wide and 10 
feet high. They are made of one 
piece of marine plywood rein- 
forced on both sides by a frame of 
dressed oak fastened with counter- 
sunk screws. The horses don’t 
come in direct contact with the 
doors because the screens, open- 
ing into the stalls, are closed 
whether the doors are open or 
shut.” 

It is difficult to find plywood in 
5-foot widths—a dimension seldom 
required—and it was the opinion 
of a representative of the Eubank 


Lumber Company, Lexington, that 
5-by-10 pieces of 34-inch marine 
plywood would cost considerably 
more per square foot than stand- 
ard widths, which sell for about 
31 cents. The Eubank representa- 
tive said that framing made of a 
good grade of 1-by-5 dressed oak 
would cost from $25 to $30, and 
he estimated that the hardware, 
including track, hangers, and 
brass-plated door handles and 
gravity latches, would add an addi- 
tional $20 to $25 to the cost of 
the materials for each door. Do- 
herty’s stall screens, of expanded 
iron, are 5 feet wide and 6 feet 
high, and were specially ordered. 
Barkley and Company, Lexington, 
carries in stock screens that are 
50 inches wide and 72 inches high, 
selling now for $33.50, and man- 
ager Mack Albright estimated that 
the wider screens probably would 
cost $38 or $39 each. 

Doherty’s doors, although more

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expensive than the conventional 4- 
foot door, permit the stud grooms 
to remain at the heads of their 
charges, exercising better control 
while leading in and out of the 
stalls. Therefore, they are safer 
for both the men and the stallions. 


“All the stalls are 16 feet 
square,” Doherty said. “The walls 
in the first 2 barns are 18 blocks 
high. When I built the third barn, 
I made it 16 blocks high. That’s 
the second of the 3 changes I men- 
tioned, and that height is perfect- 
ly satisfactory. Big, high stalls, 
such as these, are comfortable for 
the horses, allow plenty of air 
space, and they are safe—we’ve 
never had a horse hurt himself in 
the stall.” Running his hand along 
a wall, Doherty added, ‘These 
walls are smooth. We were espe- 
cially careful about the interior 
mortar joints between the blocks, 
and we made sure that there were 
no protruding bits of concrete, so 
there are no rough or sharp pro- 
trusions which could cut a horse.” 


Doherty’s experience indicated 
that 10 feet, 8 inches was suffi- 
ciently high for the walls of a stal- 
lion barn. To duplicate this barn, 
approximately 2,900 8x8x16 blocks 
and 270 8x8x8 jamb blocks would 
be needed above the level of the 
stall floors. The jamb blocks, which 
have rounded corners on one side, 
are used on the side of each door- 
way. These blocks cost about 2 
cents more than the larger blocks, 
but the expense of laying is the 
same. 

The floors of the stalls at the 
Stallion Station are packed clay. 
To keep the horses from pawing 
holes in front of the doors, each 
has a poured-concrete apron, with 


a well roughened surface, which 
extends about 2 feet into the stalls. 
A rubber feed tub is hung in one 
of the front corners of each stall, 
and forward on a side wall is hung 
a rubber water bucket. A chain 
hay rack is suspended in a rear 
corner. Alongside it, and fastened 
to a metal ring set in the wall, is 
a 2-foot spring to which is snapped 
30 inches of chain for tying the 
stallions. One of the stud grooms 
said, “If you tie some studs with 
a chain they’ll rare back and break 
it or hurt themselves, but these 
springs will stretch way out and 
won’t break. They keep a pull on 
a horse’s head when they are 
stretched, and directly he’ll move 
up where he belongs and stand 
quiet.” 

On the importance of ventila- 
tion, Doherty said, “It’s essential, 
both in the summer and the win- 
ter. In hot weather the 2 doors 
permit cross ventilation, and the 
high ceilings and the aluminum 
roofs help to keep the horses com-

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fortable. In fact, that tin duct 
under the roof is an intake leading 
to an exhaust fan on the roof, and 
it never has been turned on—I 
didn’t need it. We installed this 
system in the first barns and when 
it proved unnecessary, I aban- 
doned the idea when I built the 
last one. That’s the last change. 
The last barn has metal ventilators 
on the roof which are centered 
over the inner stall walls, and 
they allow the escape of rising hot 
air.” 

The openings over the lintels of 
the front doors are covered by 
gratings of perpendicular wooden 
strips, and the openings over the 
rear doors are covered by glass 
windows, which are hinged at the 
bottoms and open inward. 

“The front openings,’ Doherty 
said, “have never been closed, 
even in the coldest weather, and 
the rear windows are seldom 
closed. Well ventilated barns don’t 
sweat.” He also had sealed the 
blocks by painting the inside and 
outside walls with a gray-colored 
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Simple diagram of footing and founda- 
tion wall described as adequate for 
Kentucky by a Lexington architect. 


commercial product known as 
Thoroseal. Even in a driving rain, 
no moisture came through. 

The 8-foot, 8-inch floors of the 
covered walkways, extending 
along the forward lengths of all 
the barns, are surfaced with black- 
top. This material and its base can 


be put down in the Lexington area 
for about $2 per square yard. At 
the Stallion Station the black-top 
walkways are treated with Genite, 
a commercial sealer which costs 45 
cents per square yard. This prod- 
uct keeps water from penetrating 
the asphalt, and it keeps the sur- 
face from becoming slick. 

The roofs of the Stallion Sta- 
tion’s barns are covered with Rey- 
nolds Lifetime aluminum shingles. 
These .019 gauge 10x30 inch wood- 
grained embossed shingles are 
available in natural and painted 
finishes. Doherty selected a color 
designated as “antique white,” 
which appears gray. For orders of 
less than 50 squares, a Reynolds 
representative said that the natu- 
ral finished shingles would cost 
approximately $31 per square, 
and that painted shingles would 
cost approximately $37.50. The 
rafters in Doherty’s barns are 
made of dressed 6x6 pine, and 
they are covered by solid dressed 
tongue and groove sheeting, which 
is covered with 30-pound felt.

Of Scandinavian 3-Year-Olds 


Osio. Best of all 3-year-olds in Scan- 
dinavia may be the Irish-bred colt Dai 
Ichi (Delirium—Belle Star, by Hyder 
Ali). bought in England last winter for 
about £50. winner of 4 races at the Ovre- 
voll course (Oslo). His last race was the 
Norwegian St. Leger (1°%4 mile). which 
he won by 8 lengths on a tight rein. 

Biggest money-spinner. however. and 
best of the Scandinavian-bred 3-year-olds. 
is the Danish colt Bolzano. Bred by the 
Egestedgaard Stud. owned by Martin 
Bank of Aarhus. trained by Willie Waugh. 
and ridden by Erling Olsen. this colt by 
the rather disappointing sire North Cape 
won the Danish Derby on June 25 at the 
Klampenborg course at Copenhagen 
(from Fawzia. Tudor Scarlett. and Faust), 
the Swedish Derby on July 16 at the Ja- 
gersro course at Malmo in southern Swe- 
den (from Blue Scarlett. Fawzia. and 
Faust). then ran second, beaten a short 
head by Faust. in the Norwegian Derby 
at Oslo on August 20 (with Blue Scarlett 
and Pilatus third and fourth). 

The 3-year-olds are a poor lot. how- 
ever. How poor is best shown in some 
official handicaps.

Hind. possibly the best miler in Scan- 
dinavia in the last few years, lost lengths 
at the start in the Stockholm Grand Prix. 
With half a kilo overweight he was beaten 
a head in the Jubilee Cup. and with 2 
kilos over. he lost the Scandinavian Cup 
by 114 lengths. 

Wonderboy. best 2-year-old in Sweden 
3 years ago, winner last year of the Stock- 
holm Racing Association Grand Prix and 
second in the Oslo Cup and Scandinavian 
Cup. this year has shown a lack of con- 
sistency. He has run unplaced in minor 
events. then shown his very best form in 
important races. August 19 he was fifth 
to Red Dye at Klampenborg. at 11 fur- 
longs. giving the winner 2 pounds and 
being beaten at least 10 lengths Septem- 
ber 3 he won the Oslo Cup (12 furlongs) 
from Red Dye. receiving 3 pounds and 
winning by three parts of a length.

placed outside of the tote in the Scandi- 
navian Cup and until further notice. Two 
of the 3 stewards at Klampenborg re- 
signed in protest: in their opinion the 
trainer and the jockey should have been 
severely fined. 


Alterani’s Half-Brother 


When Aleppo (Hyperbole—Altruist ) 
won the Swedish and Norwegian Derbys 
last year and rather unluckily lost by a 
head in the Danish Derby. some ventured 
the opinion that he would be as good as 
his half-brother Alterani. This season 
Aleppo ran third in his first race, un- 
placed (after having been bumped) in 
the Jubilee Cup won by Alterani. then 
unseated his rider before the start and 
ran unplaced in the Grosser Hamburger 
Ausgleich (after a very testing sea voy- 
age). He won 2 minor events at Oslo be- 
fore running third in the Oslo Cup and 
then winning the Scandinavian Cup from 
Hind, Wonderboy and Alterani. An Alter- 
ani fully fit would probably always be a 
better horse than Aleppo, but if Alterani 
should be sidelined, Aleppo is a worthy 
substitute.

Blue Lodge 


SypNEY. Blueskin, a son of the Derby 
winner Blue Peter out of Freckle, by the 
Derby winner Hyperion, has proved a top 
sire in New Zealand. and 3 of his sons 
are prominent in the Derby and Cups 
pictures. 

Blue Era lost the AJC Derby after 
being first past the post because his 
rider, Schumaker, tugged at the leg of 
rival jockey T. Hill (Summer Fair) in 
the last 50 yards of a stirring classic. 
and on protest the race went to Summer 
Fair. Schumaker was ousted for life. He 
is appealing. 

Bargoed. another Blueskin. winner of 
the New Zealand Leger by a head from 
Rural Loch (by Balloch—Rural Lady, by 
Melbourne Cup winner Windbag). is high- 
ly regarded and has had a few condition- 
ing races in Sydney leading up to the 
Cups. 

But the Blueskin in the limelight for 
the Caulfield and Melbourne Cups _ is 
Blue Lodge. which finished too strongly 
for Dhaulagiri (second in last year’s Caul- 
field Cup) in the weight-for-age Turnbull 
Stakes. 115 miles at Flemington. He was 
installed as favorite for the £15.000 Caul- 
field Cup and the £20.000 Melbourne Cup. 

In the Turnbull. Dhaulagiri carried 
138 pounds, Blue Lodge 132—both had 
7-pound penalties. Dhaulagiri was left in 
front 2 furlongs from home. giving Blue 
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Lodge last run at him in Flemington’s 
long home stretch. It may not work out 
that way at Caulfield. where the run for 
home is much shorter. 

In another weight-for-age upset at 
Randwick (Sydney). the 2-to-l-on Valer- 
ius finished 12 lengths behind Lord Fury. 
Lord Fury is in the Caulfield Cup with 
104. but he may be outed in the ballot 
after final acceptances. With 2 weeks to 
go. there were still 118 left in the Caul- 
field Cup. and the field is to be limited 
to 20. As Lord Fury has not won any sin- 
gle race worth £1.500. he looks like being 
balloted out. Already there are 16 certain 
starters. 

The gray Martello Towers scored bril- 
liantly in the weight-for-age Craven Plate. 
10 furlongs at the Randwick meeting. 
and there was talk of his going to Laurel 
for the International event. Transport dif- 
ficulties may keep him at home.

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Racing Equity 


In a series beginning with this piece a well known legal scholar reviews significant 


examples of racing before the bar.

Mr. Mile, a horse belonging to a M1. 
Herendeen. was injured while starting in 
a race at the Hawthorne race track. The 
starting gate is a mechanical appliance 
with 12 padded stalls. into which the 
horses are placed and from which they 
are released at a signal given by the 
starter. The gate was devised to afford 
protection to horses and to secure an even 
start. It was a movable device drawn by 
horses from place to place on the track. 
depending on the distance of the race, and 
was set in position at right angles to the 
track. 

Mr. Mile had drawn position No. 2 in 
the race in which he was entered. but be- 
cause of his unruly conduct one Hamilton, 
the official starter, an employee of the 
track, ordered him placed on the outside 


of the starting gate. While one of Hamil- 
ton’s assistants was swinging him into po- 
sition for the start of the race, the horse 
was caught on an 8-inch bolt projecting 
from the gate, and severely torn. He had 
to be removed to the stables in a van, 
where after considerable delay he was at- 
tended by a veterinarian, and ultimately 
removed to his owner’s farm at Crystal 
Lake, Illinois. He died from infection re- 
sulting from the injuries sustained. 

A special pad, 5 inches thick, 2 feet 
wide. and 6 feet long, was provided and 
available for the protection of horses 
placed at the outside of the starting gate. 
Hamilton had failed to attach the safety 
pad with which the mechanism was sup- 
plied. Hamilton, as starter, had exclusive 
charge and control of the starting gate 
and of Herendeen’s horse at the time and 
place of the injury. 

Section 168 of the Racing Regulations 


provided: “Horses are in the hands of 
the Starter from the moment they leave 
the Paddock until the start is made. When 
the horses are in the hands of the Starter 
they are entitled to no further care from 
their attendants, except that if an accident 
happens to a Jockey or his equipment, 
the Starter may permit the Jockey to dis. 
mount and the horse to be cared for dur. 
ing the delay; otherwise, no Jockey shall 
dismount.” Section 169 read as _ follows: 
“Starter.—All orders necessary to secur- 
ing a fair start shall be given by the 
Starter.” And Section 172 stated: “Start- 
ing Gate.—Except in cases of emergency, 
the Stewards consenting, a starting gate, 
approved by the Stewards, shall be used 
in starting all races on the flat.” 


Herendeen brought an action in the 
Circuit Court of Cook County, Illinois, 
against Hamilton charging negligence in 
placing his horse on the outside of the 
mechanical starting gate without applying 
the special pad for the horse’s protection. 
A jury returned a verdict for Herendeen 
and the court entered judgment accord- 
ingly. Hamilton appealed. 


The Appellate Court of Illinois affirmed 
the decision of the lower court. The Ap- 
pellate Court declared: “Since the safety 
pad was available it was defendant's 
(Hamilton’s) duty to use it, and his fail- 
ure to do so. . . constituted negligence.”

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Butazolidin 


At the annual convention of the Na- 
tional Association of State Racing Com- 
missioners, held at Toronto in June, Dr. 
John E. Martin, of the University of 
Pennsylvania School of Veterinary Medi- 
cine, presented a progress report on a 
study of the actions of Butazolidin (phe- 
nylbutazone) in horses. The progress re- 
port was limited to that part of the study 
designed to establish the limits beyond 
which the horse could not tolerate the 
drug, to establish, that is, how much Buta- 
zolidin was required to kill a horse. 

Because of the publicity involved and 
because of the possible effect of the in- 
complete evidence on the minds of racing 
commissioners, we have several times 
questioned the fairness of the NASRC in 
allowing evidence concerning lethal dos- 
ages to be presented “out of context,” 
that is, separately from that part of the 
study dealing with action of the com- 
pound when given in dosages at normal 
therapeutic levels. 

With this introduction, and without 
further comment, we append the full text 
of a letter received from our friend Wal- 
ter H. Donovan, executive vice president 
and general manager of the Garden State 
Racing Association and chairman of the 
Racing Chemistry Research Fund:

I read with amazement that portion of 
your editorial appearing in your issue of 
October 7th, “A Place for Learning.” 
dealing with Dr. Martin’s report before 
the NASRC Convention. 

Over the many years of our close asso- 
ciation in racing I have had a great re- 
gard for the quality and objectivity of 
your writing, and have never known you 
to be inaccurate in your reporting of the 
facts. I must say, however, that when you 
say, “There was nothing wrong with the 
report, except that the Racing Chemistry

Research Fund directors had it presented 
out of context, in an apparent attempt to 
provide commissioners with justification 
for maintaining that phenylbutazone was 
dangerous, deadly and detestable,” the 
facts and the record clearly show that 
this is not only an unfair statement, but 
wholly inaccurate. 


Here are the facts concerning Dr. Mar- 
tin’s report: 

1. Photostats of the report were distrib- 
uted verbatim in advance of the Con- 
vention to every racing commission 
and every contributor to the Fund. 

2. Photostats of the report were available 
in sufficient quantities for everyone 
attending the Convention. 

3. At no time did I, as Chairman of the 
Research Board, attempt to make the 
report or to comment on it. As stated 
in my report to the Convention, “Since 
Dr. Martin is present at this Conven- 
tion for the purpose of appearing be- 
fore the Board of Trustees, and is 
present here today, and since copies 
of the report were sent to the Chair- 
man of each Commission and further 
copies available to all those attending 
the Convention, I will ask Dr. Martin 
to discuss the report in detail so that 
you may be free to ask questions con- 
cerning the report which can be tech- 
nically and knowledgeably answered.” 

4. Dr. Martin appeared three times—to 
make his report at the Board meeting 
of the Chemistry Research Fund, at 
the joint meeting of the Uniform Rules 
and Corrupt Practices Committee. and 
finally before the main body of the 
Convention. 


For your further information I am en- 
closing a photostatic copy of the protocol 
governing the Butazolidin project which 
was unanimously approved by the mem- 
bers of the Research Fund Board. 

Since you have seen fit to impugn the 
integrity of the members of the Board of 
the Research Fund, particularly me as 
Chairman. by making such statements as 
above quoted, and “This gross misuse 
and misrepresentation of honest acad>mic 


work must have left Dr. Martin and his 
scientific colleagues in an uncomfortable 
situation,” I ask in the interest of accu. 
racy and decency that you correct this 
misrepresentation of the facts. If you go 
desire, you have my permission to publish 
this letter.

Enclosed with Mr. Donovan’s letter was 
a copy of the statement from the Univer. 
sity of Pennsylvania School of Veterinary 
Medicine outlining the provosed study of 
the actions of Butazolidin in horses. Esti- 
mated time for completion of the project 
was 3 months. The following, under the 
subheading of Methods, is quoted ver- 
batim from the memorandum: 


1. Animals: basic group of six 
horses will be used in this study. Four 
of these will be thoroughbreds and two 
will be standardbreds. Of the thorough- 
breds three will be mares, and one will 
be a gelding. One animal of each sex 
will make up the standardbred group. 

2. Experimental Approach: The effect 
of Butazolidin on the following functions 
in the horses will be studied: 

Pulse rate. 

Respiratory rate. 

Blood pressure. 

Body temperature. 

Blood picture. Complete blood 

counts (red blood cell, white blood 

cell, hemoglobin) will be made. 

f. Urinalysis. A complete urinalysis 
will be made. 

g. Appetite. The effect of single and 
and repeated doses of the drug 
on appetite will be studied. 

h. Fate of drug. Studies will be con- 
ducted on the fate of the drug in 
the body and its elimination in 
urine. As a part of the studies on 
fate of the drug liver function tests 
will be made. 

i. Analgesic properties. Methods will 
be devised to study the analgesic 
properties of the drug. One ap- 
proach will be to employ “sore” 
horses in the study and determine 
whether the drug alleviates pain. 

j. Behavior. Observations will be made 
on the general behavior of horses 
receiving Butazolidin both at rest 
and at exercise. One object will be 
to determine the effect of the drug 
on racing performance of _ the 
horse.
